There is an ice cream famine and al- 
though it ia not as bad as during Sat* 
urday and Sunday, there are one or two' 
dealers who are running short feach day. 
William Dolen, of the firm of Dolen 
& Broechner, aaid there has been a 
shortage of milk for the paat two 
weeka. "Two weeka ago," he said, 
we were receiving twenty morij cans of 
milk each day than we are receiving at 
present" 

Many ice cream parlors were without 
cream during a good part tff the. past 
three days. No evaporated creamihaa 
been used in Waukegan by /the manu- 
facturers of Ice cream, as yet > 

Mr. Dolen said he could use just 
twice the quantity of milk he is now- 
receiving. The milk depot owners 
have not been compelled to turn down 
orders, but many were compelled to 
aend pint bottles, wh^re a. qu^t-hai '. 
been ordered. He' was Inclined to be 
optimistic concerning the matter, one' 
well known dealer did deny that there 
is a shortage in the milk supply. 

';Cow8 are drying up." said one 
farmer. *'0f course, right at this 
time of the year that 'is a natural con- 
dition, but.the situation is made worse 
by ^he continued warm weather. A 
few cool d ys will h ve a tendency "to 
decrease the tenseness of the situ- 
ation." . ■ 

One dealer further reported that if 
the hot weather kept on a few days 
longer there might be signs up at moat 
soda fountains reading: "No Ice Crean^ 
Obtainoble!" 

The North Shore Dairy company is 
naturally encountering the same trou- 
ble as Dolen •& Broecker in getting 
milk. The shortage is not confined to 
any single place— It is general. 
,The Waukegan Ice company, which 
secures its supply from Paddocks lake, 
uses a couple of cars of ice per day. 
Aa yet they have- not failed to fill the ' 
orders but when it is"knowh that they 
ship ordinarily from 17 to 22 cars a day 
from tho lake and now they are unable 
to ship more than a dozen' because of 
the shortage of cars, it is seen that the 
ice situation also is none too encourag-. 
ing.

been received. Less concern ns to iho 
safety of Americans along the border 
will be felt by the war department, 
however, with tho arrival of the two 
additional troops of cavalry ordered 
from Forts D. A. Russc)| and Riley to 
reinforce tho border patrol. 

Beverly, Mass, Sept * 10.— Although 
President Taft will not Intervene In 
Mexico without tho fullest delibera- 
tion upon a step that would mean 
war. his friends declared Sunday that 
lnter%'entlon is nearer than It hnB 
beon since the first American troops 
wore rushed to tho border 18 months 
ago.

least, as the sum indicates. Congress 
made the provision that each state m 
the Union should be allotted $8,000 to 
spend in improving selected roads, on 
condition that each state appropnate 
not less than $16,000 for the work. In 
other words the federal government , London In the Treasury. 
Will pay one-third and the state or coun- 
ty government two-thirds of the cost 
of improving the roads. 

All this work is to be done under the 
plan and supervision of the office of 

good roads of which Logan W. Page is 
director.. He expresses these views on 

the subject: 

•*It is much better I believe that the 
■^ates shoula treat their road building 

as a local problem. The first consider- 
ation is the development of agriculture 

and commerce: the second, the carrying 

of mails, and the third, which need now 

hardly be considered, is national de- 
fense. If the states are encouraged to 

develop their roada according to their 

own needs an interstate system of high- 
ways will naturally develop and for the 

time being, the matter of trunk lines 

can be permitted to take care of itself. 

It is important of course to cater to the 

automobile, but that is not the item of 

first impovtance. We must show the 

farmer and the merchant that we can 

increase the value of his property and 

his business by means of good roads 

and this we must do where the farmer 

lives. Starting in this way, a general 

system will develop but it is important an 

that we should begin at the right end. 
Quite a numberof states, particularly 

in the East, have been improving their 

roads remarkably. The average cost 
of the improved state roads is about 
$13,000 a mile.

Nettles aa Subutltutc for Cotton. 
The search for a cotton substitu 
has been going on In Europe for a 
long time, and many experiments 
have been made with tho common net- 
tle, which has been a promising plant 
on account of the strength of Its fiber 
and ItB ready growth wild under the 
most discouraging conditions, with a 
large yield per acre. The great diffi- 
culty has been In separating the fiber 
from the woody stem. In a method 
of treatment that has been worked out 
In the last two or three years, tho 
dried nettle atcms are boiled about 
half an hour In dilute soda lye. and 
the loosened fll)er8 are then separated 
In ft machine with revolving brushes. 
The material Is then subjected to a 
number of alternate boilings In dilute 
lye and thorough washings, both un- 
der high pressure. The product Is a 
mass of yellowish flbera, free from 
gum, that can he bleached, combed, 
and spun Into lustrous white yarn. 
This Is claimed to have the smooth- 
ness and softness of flax, with a 
strength even greater than that of

Jnst seventy years ago a ,poaco* 
agreement was declared which ended 
a seven years' was botwoon tho Seinl- 
noles and tho United Stntca govorn- 
nicnt, Tho Seminole trlbo wim made 
up of two bands of Creeks who with- 
drew from tho main body In 17G0 and 
moved to Florld^a. where they woro 
joined by romnantB of tribes that had 
come in contact with tho Spanlnrdfi. 
They were hostile to tho white Bettlera, 
and caused tho ^^mericuna a groat deal 
of trouble during tho Revolutionary 
war. They nmilated with tho~Span- 
lards In 179,1, and again ahowcd their 
enmity to the United Statea In tho 
War of 1812. A few yeare later the 
Semlnolcs, together with a largo num. 
her of runaway negroes, began wa- 
king raids and mns.incres throughuut 
tho frontier Bettlemenia of Qeorifla 
and Alabama. In a llttio leaathan a 
year they were completely subdued by 
Gen. Andrew Jackson. 

Tho Indians signed a treaty In 1833 
In which they agreed to give up nearly 
all of their Florida land for a certain 
consideration. Some, however, object- 
ed to these conditions and ' were al- 
lowed to remain, with the understand- 
ing that they were to live peaceably 
and surrender all fugitive alavea. 
This was unsatlafactory to tho Qcor-

be removed by force. An attempt to 
do this In 1835 precipitated .the second 
Semlnolo war, which lasted seven 
years and which ia said to havo been 
the bloodiest Indion war In Amerlcau 
history. 

Under tho leadership of Osceola, 
who combined both cunning and hero- 
ism, tho Indiana were remarkably cuc- 
ceaafui. In ono of tho maaaacrea Gou. 
Thomson waa avenged by Oaceola's 
own hand for having onco Impriaoned 
the chief for a day. Several treaties 
were no sooner, made than they wero 
violated, usually through Oaccola'a In- 
fiucnco. 

Tho war continued year after year, 
many troopa perishing In tho swampa 
either from polaonouB Insect and snako 
bites or from fevers. In October. 1837, 
Oaceola, with several of hla chlcfB, ap- 
pcared In tho camp of Generol Jeaup,- 
who at that tirao waa In chief com- 
mand in Florida. Although the Indiana 
carried ;i flag of truco Joaup ordered 
them aelzed. Oaceola was sent to 
Charleston, where he was confined In 
Fort .Moultrie. Ho died In a little more 
than a year. Jcsup was aeverelycriti- 
clzed for violating tho fiag of truce, 
but ho explained Oaceola'a treachery, 
declaring that It waa the only way to 
end, the war.

Tho National 
Aasdciation points out- further thot 
from GO to 60 per cent of these ad- 
vanced caaeB aro too poor to provide 
tho proper neceaaarles of life, and 
they are either starved to death, or 
compelled to accept the meager char- 
ity wWcb this part of tho country af- 
fords.

|o8t satisfactory and lasting way la 
have tho surface of the lots paved 
Ithor with brick or concrete. 
[Tho feed lots at tho ■University of 
|lnola are paved with brick. Tho 
iTro 3G by 48 feet with a twelve 
foot opon shed extending along tho 
lorth sldo. This provides spnco for 
reeding twenty stcera. about lOO 
iquoi*e feet to each animal, Tho 
Erado used in paving these lots was 
mb slightly above tho surrounding 
level and was given enough slope (6'/i 
Inches from north to south and 3^ 



Inches from east to west of each lot) 
to allow tho water to run the south* 
west corner of oach lo^. Then six 
InchoH of gravol was rollod and tamp* 
cd down solid, (\nd covered with odo 
Inch of One sand upon which No, 1 
paving brick wore laid flat. Tho spaco 
between tho brick was filled with a 
filler consisting of one part clean 
sharp sand and one part Portland co- 
niont. thoroughly mixed. Great cnro 
was taken to fill all cracks or joints 
between tho bricks In order to prevent 
wator from getting underneath and 
loosonlng tho bricks In the pavement. 
Around the outsldo a retaining curb 
of 2x8 oak plank was placed to pre- 
vent breahlng off the edges of the 
brick. Later these planks began to 
rot nnd were replaced with a six Inch 
loyer of concrete. 

Some lots aro paved with concrete 
and aro satisfactory except where the 
surface is loft so smooth that animals 
slip and Injure themselves. 

Tho cost of paving, which Is the 
chief disadvantage either with brlclc 
or concrete, la from 9 to 10 cents per 
square foot ■ or from )8 to ^10 per 
steer. j(3ut when ono realizes that 
such n lot Is permanent the cost doca 
not stand out so prominently. Stcora 
fed on paved lots at the University ot 
Illinois sold for 10 cents per cwt 
higher than thoao'fed In mud lots and 
25.7 pounds moro pork was produced 
per steer by bogs In the paved Iota 
during a six month feeding period. 

Figuring tho gain. in pork at 7 cents 
per pound and tho extra selling price 
of the steers we find the paved loti 
practically paying for thcniselvos In 
two sjx month feeding periods. 

rurthermoro. on paved lots tho ma* 
nurc Is easily handled nnd better saved, 
nnd tho work of feeding Is much moro 
pleasant than with mud lots.

St. Joseph, Mo., Had Its Incep* 

tton When Two Rival Gyptio* 

Fought Over Qlrl*- 

St. Joseph, Mo.— Dullt upon 
tho unmarked grave of a mur- 
dered ' wooer* a llttio house 
stands upon a lonoly knoll near Sax- 
ton station, seven miles cast of Bt. 
Joo, Mo., a thing accursed and 
shunned by those who know Us his- 
tory. They fear the baleful Influ- 
ences which are said to surround It 

During tho 12 years It has beon 
standing eight Uvos have been blotted 
out by violent means. Illness and ill 
fortune have followed tho advent of 
how tenants, tho crops hnvo failed, 
while those on neighboring farms 
prospered and a sequence of misfor- 
tunes has dogged tho footsteps of 
those who have braved the placo and 
ita curse. 

Tho curse that hangs over the plare 
began before the bouse was built. It 
had Its Inception when two young 
gypsies, rivals for the hand of a 
daughter of the tribe, fell out over 
their love affairs and fought.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN DENMARK 



Evory Town In That Country of Over 

6,000 Population Has 

Public Service. 

According to recent Information 
about tho progress of electric light 
nnd power Jndustrlos In Denmark, It 
appears that all the towns of- n.OOO 
Inhabitants and over are now provid- 
ed with public electric service, says 
tho Sclontlllc American. As to towns 
having betwoon 5,000 and 3.000 Inhabit- 
ants, there are only three In which 
electric mains aru not Installpd, so 
that It will bo seen that Denmark Is 
ono of tho most progrcsstvo countries 
In this respect. The. largest sized oloc- 
trlo stations are to bo found at Co- 
penhagen and at present .there aro 
three large plants In operation giving 
a total of 27.000 horse power. Cur- 
rent Is supplied for tho city mains, 
as well as for the tramway lines. As 
regards the Danish stations In small 
towns, In general each town has Its 
own plant,' and thoro Is but ono ex- 
ample of an Intorcommunnl systom. 
This Is at Skovshovod. near Copenha- 
gen, and tho central station extends 
Its power lines over all the suburban 
regions, also supplying the tramways 
of Hellerup and Klampcnburg. In 
most of tho town electric stations the 
Diesel heavy oil engine Is used.
